FOI/SOJI, Cal., June 12—John Craig, 


the three nl-mes murderer, was hanged 
at P-oisom Prison at 50:02 today. 


There could not have been a more 


perfect execution. 


The condemned man was completely 


resigned to his fnte and walked to the 
gallows as coolly as though going to a 
weddine- 


As he stood on the gallows waiting 


for the attendants to strap his feet, he 
loolced down at the faces upturned at 
at liim from the floor nelow, and his 
eyes' fell on Joseph Hunter, one of tho 
sons of the old couple whom Craig- BO 
cruelly butchered two years ago. 


No sooner did Craig see Hunter, than 


ho Rave a, sudden start and riveted his 
eyes full upon him and slowly shook 
his head. 


Be then said in a voice that could be 


hford throughout fihe room: "Oh! Joe, 
I love you." 


He then raised his eyes to heaven 


and closiDig them remained In that po- 
sition until the trap was siprunn- 


Craig s-hot into eternity without BO 


much ae a snort breath or twltoh of a 
muscle'and except his slowly decreas- 
ing pulse beat, ttiere was nothing- to in- 
dicate that he was not killed Instantly.

'drop 'was sprung* the pnyslcJa-ns ftn- 
"nomwe'o" him dead

Those wh'o watered in Craig's cell 


last night, say he (rot little if any sleep 
and that he complained of more or loss 
pain fro.m the wound Inflicted at 11:36 
A. M. on himself yesterday morning, 
when he attempted suicide by plunging 
a wire Into his breast. 


This morning he was visited by the 


Prison Chaplain to whom he announced 
himself as thoro-ug'hly resigned to his 
fate and at 9 o'clock he was -baptized 
in the Protestant fafth. 


To the last he main tamed that the 


shocking of his wife, which was the 
crime for wlhlch he was executed, was 
purely accidental. 


He had little to say regard-in;? the 


knilng- of Mr. and Mrs- Hunter and 
that little was to'ithe effect that they 
were Instrumental.

(To the la«t he expressed affection for 


his children and declared it >hi8 great 
sorrow that they should have a father 
who died on the gallows. 


STORY OF THE CRIME. 


The crime for which John Craig suffer- 


ed tho extreme penalty of the law. was 
a sanguinary butchery such as would 
have even appalled 
tho most hardened 


criminal. 


Tho atroclousnpss of his crime was in- 


tensified from the fact that those whom 
he slew hod been bound to him by the 
ti't-s of marrlag^. 


On tlhe ovenlng of July 25th, 1804, Craig 


•who h,ul but a few months been separat- 
ed from his wife, the latter securing a 
divorce on account of his .dissipated hab- 
its, 'drove to the Hunter Ranch near 
Tropico, where Mrs. Craig was living In 
quietude with her three young children 
and her brother. George Hunter. He ap- 
peared on the scene at 7 o'clock and Mrs. 
Craig told her •brother not to allow him 
to enter the house. 


The front door was locked and Craig 


went to the back door just as George 
Hunter came out. Without warning Craig 
raised his revolver and fined, the (ball -hit- 
ting Hunter In the right cheek, wound- 
ing, him-.seriously. 


MK>. Craig was close behind h«r bro- 


ther and the now enraged man turned 
the revolver on her. The bullet s-truck 
her In the left eye, causing 
Instant 


death. Not satisfied with his murderous 
work Craig Jumped over the bodies of his 
victims and rushed Into the house in 
search of hip children, whom he evident- 
ly Intended killing also. The servant girl, 
however, had managed to set them a safe 
distance from the house and his search 
was unsuccessful. 


Oralg then fled from the house, ami 


jumping Into his buggy, drove to the 
home of his wife's fa/th<*r and mother, Mr. 
and Mrs. William Hunter, who resided 
on Buena Vista street In the suburbs of 
Los Angeles. 


When CraJg drove up tl^e defenseless old 


couple were sitting on the porch enjoying 
the evening air. Cra'.g rushf-J up'the 
sloop and draw his revolver. His father- 
in-law jumped from his chair and rushed 
toward the frenzied man. but before he 
reached him a foullot from Craig's revol- 
ver struck him In the right s1<ie and he 
fell dead. Mrs. Hunter attempted to jump 
over the bann!eier -wnen a shot struck her 
in tbn left side and she expired in a sec- 
ond
